An American Worklnzmau Investi- 
gates tne Coudlllou of Labor on 
the Other Side. 


PWTSBURG, Fa., Sept. 10.—James 


Campbell, President of the Window- 
Glass Association of America, and who 
will probably succeed Mr. Powderly as 
General Master Workman of the Knights 
of.Labor, lias just returned from Bel- 
gium, where he attended the Biennial 
Convection of the Universal Federation 
of Wiudo«f-GiQ6s Workers. 
While there 


he thoroughly invettigatcd the wage 
question. He found that common la- 
borers received from 30 to 40 cents a 
day, painters 60 to 80, machinists 80, 
coal miners 60. Little girls from 10 to 
14 years of age received from 12 to 15 
cents for 12 hours' work. Beef, pork, 
flour, and indeed nearly every article of 
food costs more there than iu the United 
States, beef selling at 15 to 30 cents a 
pound, bam 18 to 24, flour $8 to $10 a 
barrel. Many of tbe people use pota- 
toes as a substitute for bread and eat 
horse and mula moat instead of beef. 
They live iu mere hovels, with no con- 
veniences, und tbpy pay exorbitant rents. 
Few of them 
wear woolen clothes. 


Parents - oaunot affoid to send their 
children to school, the result being that 
they are growing up in ignorance. 
Mr. Campbell also looked into tha wage 
question In Ireland, Euglaud, and 
Franca, finding it little better than iu 
Belgium.
